A Road Which Might Have Been 

Sierra Madre would now have a direct outlet to the 
south as a continuation of Sierra Madre avenue if Captain 
J. A. Osgood had had his way nearly 40 years ago. He 
still has some of the maps he surveyed for the county at 
that time as the big ranch holdings were beginning to lie 
broken up during the boom days. One of these shows 
Sierra Madre avenue running all the way through from the 
Foothill boulevard to the Valley boulevard at the then 
thriving settlement of Savannah. The road did not go 
through because the owner of the Chapman ranch refused 
to give the right of way, although E. J. Baldwin agreed 
to give his half. The circumstances were recalled by Capt. 
Osgood upon reading in last week’s News of the project 
to extend Sierra Madre avenue through to Huntington 
Drive, connecting with Sunset avenue, through the Town 
of Temple. Perhaps the chambers of commerce of Siena 
Madre and Temple will yet enable Captain Osgood to. see 
the highway as he planned it.

Our Great Journalists 

Metropolitan journalism is a great and wonderful 
thing. If you don’t believe it ask any Los Angeles daily. 

If the reply doesn’t convince you, just consider what a 
variety of mental provender is served to you every morn¬ 
ing by the army of bright young minds whose unidentified 
output gives you a slant on everything that happens and 
some things that never happened. Of course if it is the 
wrong slant, you are not supposed to know the difference. 

If you do know the difference, you do not know the writer. 
Hence, if the writer wants to color the news with a touch 
of malice to satisfy a personal grudge, he has a fine 
chance. He gets it into print because his superiors have no 
personal knowledge of the particular subject and let it go 
unless it is libelous on the face of it. This is peculiarly 
true of the so-called “country correspondence,” as Sierra 
Madre folk have good reason to know. 

Just why Sierra Madre should have to suffer so many 
years from this sort of affliction is a mystery. ’It is not 
merely a case of one individual, but a number, who have 
followed such tactics. They do not seem to realise that 
while they can hide temporarily behind their metropolitan 
journalistic connections, retribution is sure as time. It 
may not be in an immediate libel suit or physical punish¬ 
ment; it may be nothing worse than a toleration of their 
presence in the community which is virtual ostracism.
